National Outlive Ground*. 


The vacation season, is at hand. A 
correspondent sends me a communi- 
cation on vacations which President 
Coolldge has issued. 'Che President i» 
anxious that our people should make 
larger use of our national parks, and 
In order to promote this haa appointed 
a committee to develop the plans. , 
While most of these parks are re- 
mote from centers of population, some 
of them are nearby. 
A few can be 


used for brief outings. Most of them 
are too inaccessible for tny except the 
yearlv vacation. 
The funeral objec- 


tive of the council called by the presi- 
dent is greater use of thfc parks. How 
is it proposed to bring tji» about I do 
not know. Here are two suggestions: 
I^t some of the parks be developed 
for winter vacation purpdses. It would 
be good for health if we would devel- 
op something similar to', the winter 
vacation in the Alps in Europe and th" 
winter spoj^s in Canada. 


We have made a 'beginning in the 


Adirondacks. It should b.e possible to 
develop otlifr centers for 'winter nlay 
in various parts of the country. Some 
of the national parks and playgrounds 
are so located as to lend themselves 
to such a program. 
Thp second suggestion fc that the 


possibilities of "self help'" of a kind 
be developed. The number*, of people 
who drive to and through'Mhe parks 
every ear is very large. It-n^ay be in 
excess of the number who'travel to 
the parks by train and then travel 
through them on stage coaches. For 
the automobile crowd camping facil- 
ities are made available. Tlils group 
does not travel on schedub.

What you 
must consider in 
each case 
is the 


equity in the property over and above 
the amount of the loan and the credit 
standing of the borrower.
